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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


1907 
To the Honorable Common Council, City of Plainfield: 


Gentlemen :—To the members of your Honorable Body and 
to all the Inhabitants of the City of Plainfield, I extend herewith 
a most cordial greeting and wishes for a happy and prosperous 
New Year. 


ORBIC TOA PUBL I Opi ik US, 


One of our most prominent public men, several years ago 
said, “A (Public Office is a Public Trust.’ This statement has 
been repeated many times and there was never a truer word 
spoken. Public officials are not elected to carry out their own 
pet schemes, or to promote their own interests or the interests 
of any particular party, but to conduct the public business for 
the public good and the interests of all the people. The Mayor 
and members of the Common Council stand in the position of 
the president and board of directors of a large corporation, and 
the residents and voters of the city are the stockholders. ‘To 
conduct the business properly we must take all the people into 
our confidence and decide, to the best of our ability, what is best 
to do to promote and protect the interests of the greatest num- 
ber of our citizens, and having reached that decision proceed to 
act promptly in their behalf. 

The annual message of the Mayor should not be considered 
only as an address to the Common Council, but as a report to 
the people of the condition of the city, a review of what has 
been done, and recommendation of what, in his opinion, should 
be done during the coming year to best carry out the public policy 
and secure the best results for all. I therefore trust the citizens 
will so consider it, and that any citizen will feel free to meet me 
at my office and talk over any matter of public interest, or write 
me in regard to the same, assuring all that I shall be pleased to 
meet or hear from them and will give all communications prompt 
and careful attention and consideration. 


- 
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ANONYMOUS COMMUNICATIONS. 


While the newspapers are very convenient means of com- 
munication and the editors at times make some very timely and 
good suggestions, as a public official I draw the line at anony- 
mous communications in the papers, or anonymous letters sent 
through the mail, and I ask all citizens to try the experiment of 
bringing their suggestions or complaints direct to the proper 
officials. For a full report of the present condition of the city, 
and a review of what has been done during the past year, I sug- 
gest that you carefully read and examine the reports of the 
various heads of departntents, as I shall only attempt to give an 
outline touching upon what I consider the most important points. 


FINANCE. 


The summary of the treasurer’s report shows that the excess 
of assets over liabilities at the beginning of the year for general 
purposes was $83,325.25, while at the close of this year the bal- 
ance is $93,415.74, showing an increase in available assets of 
$10,090.49. 

In the Fire Department the balance at the close of the year 
1906 was $1,302.17, and at the close of the year 1907, $1,504.17, 
showing an increase of $201.99. 

In the Poor Department the balance for the year 1906 was 
$542.25, and at the close of the year 1907 was $462.19, showing 
a decrease of $80.00. 

This would show a net increase of the available assets of 
the city of $10,211.82. 


FLOATING INDEBTEDNESS. 


The only floating indebtedness consists of two notes, one for 
$5,000 borrowed in anticipation of taxes for the fire fund; and 
one of $1,000 borrowed in anticipation of taxes for the poor 
fund, exclusive of the sewer improvements and brick pavements. 

During the year $4,000 has been paid off on the sewer bonds, 
leaving the amount outstanding $121,000. In addition to this, 
work has been completed to the amount of $68,000, for which 
bonds must be issued, and new work is now in process of con- 
struction and nearing completion to the amount of about $51,700,

on account of sewer extension and South Side sewer, a portion 
of which will be paid back from a direct assessment and the 
balance will be provided for by a further issue of bonds. 


PERMANENT) PAVE COST. 


The cost of the permanent brick pavement will amount, 
when completed, to about $40,000, over $12,000 of which will 
be paid by the Public Service Railway Company, and the balance, 
about $28,000, provided for by assessment on property directly 
benefited and an issue of street bonds. 

From the above it will be seen that the finances of the city 
are in very good condition. For further details in regard to 
this matter | would refer you to the report of the city treasurer. 


AS UTO\WE AS ES. 


The taxes for the years 1905 and 1906 on real estate have 
practically all been collected and with the help of a contingent 
fund every department of the city has received the full amount 
due from the levy of these years. - 

“While not at this time recommending a general increase in 
salaries, I would suggest that the Council, and I think it will 
meet with the approval of the taxpayers of the city, that they 
increase the treasurer’s salary to $1,500. ‘The city is fortunate 
in being able to secure the services of a man in this department 
like the peresent treasurer, Mr. William F. Arnold. The work 
of this office is increasing continually and the amount of money 
handled is very large, the treasurer asks for no assistance in the 
detailed bookkeeping necessary and in my opinion the present 
salary of $75 per month, or $900 a year, is totally inadequate. 


TAXES AND ASSESSMENTS, 


This is a matter that interests every property owner and 
every citizen in the city of Plainfield. I recommended and re- 
quested your Honorable Body in my message of January I, 
1907, to appoint a committee from your members to assist me in 
making a full investigation into this important matter and de- 
termining and seeing for ourselves that the interests of the citi- 
zens were fully protected. I again make this same recommenda- 
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tion and request, while I have today nominated and recom- 
mended, with your approval and consent, the appointment of 
four assessors, whom I think will fully, faithfully and justly per- 
form their duty in regard to making assessments, while these 
assessors are paid and are officially responsible for their own 
acts, they are appointees of the Mayor and Common Council and 
I feel that we should not shirk our duty and responsibility. We 
are elected by the voters as trustees to see that every interest is 
protected and we should either do our duty in this respect or re- 
sign our office and let some one else take our place. 


PUBLISH DELINQUENTS. 


While all the taxes on real estate have practically been col- 
lected, there is a large amount of personal taxes outstanding, I 
would suggest that the Council pass a resolution directing the 
tax collector to prepare a list of all unpaid taxes, personal, prior 
to 1907, that are unpaid January 21, and to publish the said list 
in the official papers and within two weeks after the publication 
of this list, if the taxes still remain unpaid, to proceed to collect 
same by levy or otherwise as the laws of the case may provide. 

I would also recommend that after the assessors have com- 
pleted their work, the city publish in pamphlet form, for distri- 
bution a complete list of all assessments. In this way one tax- 
payer would be able to compare his assessment with the assess- 
ment of his neighbor or others holding similar property, and in 
my opinion will do more to bring about an equal taxation of 
real estate than any other method we might adopt. 


POLICE. 


The Police Department of the city now consists of 26 uni- 
formed men, chief, captain, sergeant, detective-sergeant, rounds- 
man, twenty patrolmen and a doorman. These men have all 
been selected with a great deal of care and the discipline of the 
force is now excellent. 

During the year they have made some very important ar- 
rests, maintained good order in the city and every man, with 
few exceptions, has tried to perform his full duty and obey or- 
ders promptly and cheerfully. 


? 
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The salaries in the police department, particularly of the 
superior officers, should be revised and I would suggest that the 
men be divided into grades, one, two, three, four and five years 
and the rules amended so that for especially good service an 
officer could be advanced one or two grades without waiting for 
a full year’s service, giving the younger men in the department 
an incentive to do their best work. In this way, instead of tak- 
ing five years to advance to a full paid officer, a very energetic 
and efficient officer would have a chance to advance to a full paid 
officer in a much shorter period, 

The present building occupied now as police headquarters 
and station house has been sold and it will be necessary for the 
city to find a new location. 

The present owner of the building has agreed to buy the sta- 
ble, which the city erected in the rear of their present location, 
for $600, and to pay for moving expenses to the extent of $200 
or $300, provided the city will give possession by March first. 
This is therefore a matter that will have to be taken up very 
early in the year. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Since my last message, certain improvements have been 
made in the various houses, No. I on West Second street and 
No. 3 on West Fourth street. The chief of the fire department 
in his report recommends a still further improvement to the West 
Second street house, by removing the partition and the old brick 
tower, also new walk in front of the house. I fully concur with 
him in his recommendations in this respect and also in the recom- 
mendation to place a water heater in the No. 2 engine house to 
keep the water at all times warm in the steamer. 

The other recommendations made by the chief of the fire 
department in reference to the equipment and some arrange- 
ments for more water pressure, should receive your most care- 
ful attention. 

In regard to the salaries paid to the permanent employees, 
while not advocating any great raise, I think that this schedule 
should be gone over carefully and an adjustment made, in order 
that the men should receive their fair and equitable compensation 
for the work required of them. 
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An examination of the report shows very plainly that the 
men have all done good, prompt and efficient work and it is due 
to a very large extent to their strict attention to duty, the good 
discipline of the department, to the prompt and quick response 
to the alarms of fire that the city has been so well protected and 
there has been so little loss from fire during the past year. 

At any time in a city of this size we may have large fires 
and the fire department must prepare for what might happen 
rather than for what really does happen. The committee on 
fires and buildings should not only see that every piece of ap- 
paratus is in the very best order but that the department is fully 
equipped with the very best apparatus and everything that is 
necessary, as far as possible, to handie large fires and to protect 
life and property. 

While the expenses of the fire department, about $30,000 
may seem large, it is small when compared with the amount of 
property there is to be protected and a good, prompt, well equip- 
ped and efficient fire department is one of the best assets and 
cheapest insurance for our citizens. . 

I would particularly call attention to the report of the build- 
ing inspector and suggest that some prompt action be taken in 
regard to his recommendation for a revision of the building or- 
dinance. The present building ordinance was most excellent at 
the time it was adopted and up to the present time has been a 
great benefit to the city but what was all right twelve or four-_ 
teen years ago today needs revision to bring it up to date and 
keep pace with the improvements and new conditions in the 
building line. 

One matter that should be provided for is to prevent the 
erection on the roofs of buildings of large display signs that are 
not only very unsightly but dangerous in case of fire or high 
winds. 

STREETS. 


The departments of streets and sewers, in charge of Andrew 
J. Gavett, street commissioner and engineer, has had a very ac- 
tive busy year. The report is very complete and a careful ex- 
amination of this report will well repay the members of the 
Council or any of the citizens that may be interested. 
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While all streets generally are in a very good condition, 
there are a number of places that will need attention as soon as 
the season and weather will permit. The brick pavement was 
unfortunately started too late in the year and for this reason has 
been left in an unfinished condition, this, however, will be rem- 
edied as soon as the weather opens in the spring and when com- 
pleted will be one of the best improvements ever made in the city 
in this line. : 

The committee calls attention to the sidewalks in certain 
parts of.the city on some of our principal streets, These side- 
walks, as stated in the report, area disgrace to any city and if 
the owners of property have not pride enough to put them into 
proper condition, the city should take some steps immediately | 
to having this work done. In justice to adjoining property own- 
ers, in all cases where property owners have failed to comply 
with the notice to flag and curb in front of their property, the 
city should take the necessary action under the ordinance to 
compel them to do so. 

In general I concur in all of the recommendations of the 
street committee, but in order that the same mistakes may not 
be made another year and the bad weather late in the season find 
a number of our streets in an unfinished condition, repeat mv 
recommendation made in the message of 1907 that no new work 
should be begun after the month of June and that no ordinance 
should be introduced later than the March meeting. 


SHADE TREE COMMISSION. 


The shade tree commission, consisting of Elliot T. Barrows, 
Andrew J. Gavett and Miles Roberts, was appointed in accord- 
ance with a resolution of the Council, provided for by the stat- 
utes of the State of New Jersey. This commission under the 
law has full charge of all the trees in the streets and also of all 
public parks. 


The commission although appointed very late in the season, 
has done excellent work and I fully concur to the recommenda- 
tions made in their report and recommend that the Council give 
them prompt and favorable consideration. 
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LIGHTING. 

A committee, consisting of the Mayor, President of the 
Common Council and Counsel to the corporation, was appointed 
at the November meeting of the Common Council to procure 
from the Public Service Corporation of New Jersey the best 
offer of contract obtainable for street lighting. 

This committee reported to the Common Council at the 
meeting held Monday, December 30. In that report it stated 
that it had had numerous sessions both in Plainfield and New- 
ark and conferred with the president, vice-president, counsel and 
experts of the Public Service Corporation and had the assistance 
of F. A. C. Perrine, and filed with this report a draft of the 
proposed contract, and a report of the condition of the wires 
and other matters in regard to the lights, prepared by F. A. C. 
Perrine. | 

The main points in this contract provide first that the Pub- 
lic Service Corporation is to remove all overhead high tension, 
that is wires carrying a current of over 5,000 volts now in the 
streets and place same in underground conduits; that all of the 
wiring now in the streets and all new wires to be put up hereaf- 
ter are to be constructed in accordance with the rules of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters and that all new regula- 
tions are to be conferred to. ; 

Also the contract provides for certain tests in regard to the 
lamps and that should lamps fall more than 20 per cent below 
the candle power agreed upon, that certain reductions shall be 
made in the price per annum. 

Also gives the city the option to install an are light system 
under certain conditions, the price for incandescents of 25 candle 
power are to be $15 per annum and arc lights, if installed, to 
be $85 per annum for less than 50 and $80 per annum for 50 
or more, or as commercially known as a 2,000 candle power 
light. a 

Also that city may install and operate in the Public Service 
Corporation lighting station such self recording instruments as. 
may be required to record the electrical energy on the various 
lighting circuits. 


The committee tried to secure a contract for one year, this 
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the Public Service Corporation absolutely refused and after a 
great deal of negotiating finally agreed on a three year term for 
the incandescent lights and on a five year term for arc lights, in 
case the city exercised their option in this respect. 

In my opinion, taking into consideration the concession, 
which the committee was able to secure, from a business point 
of view, I think all terms as to length of contract are fair and I 
have no hesitancy in recommending the Council to adopt it. 

_ This matter of contract with the Public Service Corporation 
has been now pending for over a year and should be taken up 
carefully, considered and acted upon promptly. 


POOR. 


The report of the Overseer of the Poor shows at the pres- 
ent time that the Industrial Home has twenty inmates, fifteen 
males and five females, These inmates are not only absolutely 
destitute but in many cases very old and helpless. 

The Industrial Home is in charge of Mr. and Mrs. I. D. 
TenEyck. Mr. TenEyck himself is not physically able to do 
very much work and Mrs. TenEyck, a most excellent woman, 
has had more than she could attend to. In order to relieve the 
matron and give to the old, decrepit and helpless persons in the 
Home the necessary attention, the alms committee has secured 
Mrs. Scribner as an assistant to the matron. 

The overseer of the poor, A. D. Ayres I have recommended 
and nominated for reappointment for three years. Mr. Ayres is 
a most painstaking official and I think it would be very difficult 
to find a more honest, conscientious and efficient man for this 
position. 

His report will give you all the statistics and show the 
amount of work that has been performed and money expended 
during the past year. 


CITY, PHYSICIAN. 


The report of the City Physician should be taken as a part 
of the poor department and an examination of this report will 
show that Dr. Lufburrow has fully earned his salary of $400 a 


year. : 
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There are certain people on the poor list that are receiving 
regular services and the summary shows that the city physician 
has made during the year 414 visits to the poor people alone and 
supplied necessary medicine and attendance. ? 

As surgeon of the police department, for which he receives 
$200 a year, he has made 23 examinations of applicants for ap- 
pointment, made 64 visits to the police station for emergency 
calls and inspected and examined three circuS companies to see 
that there were no contagious diseases brought into the city. 


LICENSES. 


In regard to the liquor licenses, | would make the same 
recommendation that I did a year ago, that the Council make 
public at once that it is not the policy of this administration to 
increase the number of saloons or amend in any way the present 
districting ordinance. | 

We have had less trouble in regard to liquor licenses in Plain- 
field than in any other city probably in the State. The regula- 
tions are not only very fair but satisfactory and the officers in 
charge see that they are strictly enforced. 

We have all the saloons that are needed, the present owners 
are fair, law abiding citizens and I sincerely hope that the 
Council will see this matter in the same light that I do and take 
a positive stand that the number will not be increased. 


AUDITING. 


The auditing committee of the Common Council can be 
made one of the most~important committees of your honorable 
body. This committee in addition to checking up the regular 
monthly bills, should take charge of the auditing of the books in 
the various departments making a written report at each monthly 
meeting. For this purpose they should be authorized to secure 
a clerk, the ordinance now provides that the city clerk shall act 
as city auditor and there is no reason why the city clerk cannot 
perform this duty. But his duties as auditor should be more 
definitely defined, instead of simply examining the extensions 
and footings on the bills, trusting to the approval of the head 
of the department for the prices, quantities, etc., the system 
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should be adopted whereby he could prove for himself that 
everything in the account was as it should be. 

In addition the footings of the collector’s cash books and 
reports, posting of entries of the treasurer’s books, in fact of ail 
the various departments, should be examined and certified to 
by the auditor and the auditing committee should be held re- 
sponsible to see that the work is properly done. This matter is 
very important in order to protect the interests of the city and 
the taxpayers. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The board of health is one of the most important depart- 
ments of our city government. This department is in charge of 
Health Officer Leon R. Thurlow, who is recognized by the au- 
thorities to be one of the best health officers in the State. 

' A very fuil report has been submitted by the Board of 
Health and should be carefully examined, in order that you may 
become familiar with the large amount and very important work 
that has been done. 

The health officer in his report makes the following state- 
ment: 

There has been very few cases of communicable disease. 
during the year, and the majority of these were contracted, 
probably, from mild, unrecognized cases. : 

Tuberculosis has been one of the chief causes of death, and 
arrangements are being made to obtain the services of a nurse 
who will visit all cases of tuberculosis for the purpose of in- 
structing the patient or family in regard to the precautions which 
should be taken in order to prevent the spread of the disease. 

The routine work of the board has greatly increased within 
the past year. More complaints of nuisances were received, 
more plumbing inspections given, more disinfections made and 
more specific attention given to the milk supply and milk analy- 
sis, than ever before. 

We have had a great deal of trouble with the garbage col- 
lectors who do their work very irregularly, expensively, and in 
an unsanitary and unsatisfactory manner. Complaint after com- 
plaint has been received of the failure of garbage men to collect 
from their regular customers. I would strongly urge that some 
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definite steps be taken to have the garbage collected by the city; 
either under the direction of some department of the city govern- 
ment, or by contract. The time has come when Plainfield must 
do this. 

I would call particular attention to the work accomplished 
on the milk supply. A great improvement has been made and 
we hope for still more improvement. 

Some of the work which we expect to take up this coming 
year, will be the completing of the house-to-house inspection, the 
revision of our sanitary code, particular attention being paid to 
the articles relating to milk and garbage, the abolishing of num- 
erous mosquito-breeding ponds on the outskirts of the city, the 
establishing of a laboratory for the examination of various cul-+ 
tures, and the expansion and improvement of the department 
generally. | 

I again call your attention to the matter of the collection 
and disposal of garbage and ashes. This being the second time 
as Mayor, as well as four previous occasions, as President of 
the Board of Health, making six times in six years in succession 
that I have called your attention to this great menace to the pub- 
lic health. The conditions are growing worse every year and 
still the Council has never taken any definite action. I again 
urge your honorable body not to put off the matter any longer 
but to take at once the definite and necessary action to remedy 
this disgraceful condition of affairs in our city. 


I understand the Board of Health have petitioned your 
honorable body for an increase in their appropriation by asking 
to be allowed to retain for their own use the fees now collected, 
which amount to about $1,000. This is slight raise in the appro- 
priation asked for during the last two years but it is absolutely 
necessary if we are to keep up the efficiency of this very im- 
portant branch of the city business. 


SCHOOLS. 


Since my last message in regard to public schools, I am very 
much pleased to find that the Board of Education have acted 
in accordance with my recommendation and increased the sal- 
aries of the teachers. 
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As the superintendent states in his report, “This has been 
one of the most important events in the year,” it is particularly 
gratifying to me and I think no doubt was received with great 
satisfaction and appreciation by the teachers. 

In regard to new school buildings, the conditions have not 
changed and I am of the opinion still that we should not only 
have a new school building on the property at Essex street and 
Darrow avenue, fire proof, modern and up-to-date in every way, 
even. at some slight additional cost. 

Iso that we should have in mind the erection of a building 
at no great distant date in the Fourth ward at the West End, 
somewhere near Clinton avenue. 

The superintendent’s report shows that there are now en- 
rolled 3,136 and average membership of 2,565 and an average 
attendance of 2,392, an increase of 127 over last year. The 
pupils range from four years of age to nineteen years. 

The city is constantly growing and, while it is the duty both 
of the Board of Education and the Common Council to act with 
great judgment and pot try to progress too rapidly, we must 
look ahead to the future and provide the necessary accommoda- 
tions for the care and education of the rising generations. 


CONSOLIDATION OF PLAINFIELD AND NORTH PLAINFIELD. 


In the early part of the year 1907, a commission was ap- 
pointed, known as “The Bi-Municipal Consolidation Commis- 
sion,” consisting of Alexander Gilbert, Floyd T. Woodhull and 
Mason W. Tyler, of Plainfield, and Charles W. McCutchen and 
Elston M. French, of North Plainfield. 

On May 6, 1907, this commission submitted a very full re- 
port in which they say in conclusion, “There is unquestionably 
a strong, growing movement in both communities in favor of the 
consolidation, and while the commission has no desire to hinder or 
discourage this movement it has reached the conclusion that 
consolidation without annexation is impracticable. * * * The 
recommendation of the commission, therefore, is that your hon- 
orable body cause to be prepared a bill for submission to the 
next session of the Legislature which shall provide for both 
consolidation and annexation, to take effect only after a 
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majority of the legally authorized voters of both municipalities 
shall have voted in favor of the same at a regular or special 
election for that purpose.” 

By courtesy of the commission, I was present at every meet- 
ing, heard all evidences and examined all the papers and docu- 
ments, which were submitted to them and I fully agree and 
concur with them. 

The Common Council of the city of Plainfield and the 
Mayor and Common Council of the borough of North Plainfield 
passed similar resolutions, referring this matter back to the com- 
mission and requesting them to prepare a bill to be submitted to 
the next session of the Legislature in accordance with the recom- 
mendations in this report. 

I have no doubt that the members of the commission have 
given a great deal of thought to this matter and will at proper 
time have such a bill ready. It might be well, however, for the 
Common Council to call the attention of the Commission to the 
fact that the time is growing short and that the next session of 
the Legislature will convene at Trenton on the 14th day of 
January. . 

WATER INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE. 


The committee appointed early in the year to investigate the 
question of municipal water supply has gone into a very ex- 
haustive and thorough examination and hopes to be ready to 
report early in the year. 


DISPLAY (SIGNS: AND ELBICE BOARDS. 


Some immediate action should be taken to regulate the 
building of display advertising signs and the erection of bill 
boards for posting of paper advertisements throughout the city. 

This is a matter that has grown to such an extent that it is 
becoming an almost unbearable’ nuisance. 

The average height of these bill boards is ten feet, they are 
covered with all sorts and kinds of advertising matter, in many 
instances they are so erected that they are unsightly and when 
erected at the corners of the streets, they obscure the view mak- 
ing it very dangerous. They make hiding places for undesir- 
able people and when erected on tops of buildings are not only 
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unsightly in appearance but also very dangerous in case of fire 
and high winds. While it may be necessary to have such signs 
in the city for legitimate purposes, they should be erected under 
proper rules and regulations and a license fee charged large 
enough to keep out all undesirable parties, and there should be 
a severe penalty for posting or displaying undesirable or objec- 
tionable matter. | 

As the statutes of the State of New Jersey give the Common 
Council all the power necessary, there is no reason why this 
matter should not be acted upon promptly. 


RECREATION PLAYGROUND, 


Another matter that I would call your attention to, would 
be the improvement and using of any vacant property now 
owned by the city for the purpose of parks and recreation 
grounds for the children. This might be done by making an 
appropriation for that purpose and putting them in charge of 
the Tree Commission, or where located near the public school 
buildings, could be turned over to the school board to be used for 
these purposes. 

CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I would recommend the Common Council to 
first take up and complete all the work that they now have under 
contract and in deciding upon new work on streets or. expendi- 
tures in other departments, go slow and give every matter re- 
quiring the expenditure of money very careful consideration. 

Owing to the unsettled condition in the financial world, I 
do not consider this to be an opportune time for the Common 
Council to undertake any great expenditures in the line of new 
improvements. 

The city’s finances are in excellent condition and by careful 
attention and economical expenditure of money, we should be 
able to go ahead and keep every department up in good condi- 
tion and the streets in good repair and at the same time further 
the interest of our taxpayers and citizens by keeping the tax rate 
down to a reasonable figure. .

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS 
AND SEWERS 


Plamhelds iN echo Decws 28); 1907. 
To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 


Gentlemen:—We submit herewith our annual report of work done 
and moneys received and expended during the year 1907, 


PERMANENT PAVEMENT. 


After considerable discussion and delay, your Committee presented 
an ordinance to the Common Council on April oth last, calling for 
the improvement of certain streets with brick pavement, which was 
amended by the addition of North Avenue to the list of streets. On 
May 6th a public hearing was given and on May 15th the vote on 
the adoption of the ordinance on second reading was reconsidered 
and an ordinance, including North Avenue, was introduced and adopted 
on. second reading. <A resolution was also adopted that the Public 
Service Corporation be notified that an ordinance had been adopted 
on second reading, providing for brick pavement on certain streets. 
A hearing was advertised for June 3d, and on this date the ordinance 
was referred back to the Committee for further consideration. On 
June toth the ordinance was placed back on second reading, North 
Avenue was eliminated from the list of streets proposed, and notice 
of a hearing on July ist was given. After this hearing the ordinance 
was adopted on third reading and final passage., On July 5th a 
resolution was adopted to advertise for bids; these were received on 
August 5th, and after securing a report on the relative qualities of the 
bricks proposed to be used, the contract was awarded to Charles M. 
Meeker, of this city, on August 12th. 

On August 29th the contractor started work on the storm sewer 
in Park Avenue, and on September 16th began excavating Park Avenue 
for the pavement. On October 7th a petition was received by the 
Common Council from the Public Service Corporation asking per- 
mission to rearrange its tracks in Watchung Avenue and East Front 
Street so that the double track would extend from Watchung Avenue 
near East Fourth Street to the double track already in West Front 
Street, and this permission was granted by resolution adopted October 
14th. The Company started at once with the double tracking and also 
laid grooved rails on a part of West Front Street, finishing their 
work about December first. 

The pavement is -being constructed with a foundation of five inches 
of Portland cement concrete (mixed one part cement, three parts sand 
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and five parts broken stone), a sand cushion one and one-half inches 
thick and “Brady’s Run” vitrified brick on edge. The bricks are fur- 
nished by the Pennsylvania Clay Company and have proved very dur- 
able in other cities. They were used in the Watchung Avenue pavement 
constructed three years ago. The joints of the bricks are filled with 
Portland cement, to hold the bricks in place and protect the corners 
from chipping. 

Three-fifths of the work under this contract has been completed. 
Raymond Bonham served as assistant and I. S. Randolph and J. F. 
Casey, Jr., as inspectors on construction of brick pavement. 

Pruden’s Alley was paved with Hassam concrete pavement, (the 
abutting property owners contributing $600.00 for the work) and has 
proved a very satisfactory improvement. . 


REPAIR WORK, 


It has required most of the time of the street force for the past 
few months to take care of the macadam and crosswalk stone removed 
to make room for the brick pavement, and a number of streets have 
been repaired with the trap rock, though they have not been fully com- 
pleted. Work of this kind has been done on East and West Third, 
East Fifth, East and West Sixth, East .Seventh, West Second and 
Church Streets, and it was expected to surface East Front Street from 
Watchung Avenue to Richmond Street and to use some of the Telford 
stone on East Second and West Third Streets. 

The work of re-surfacing Park Avenue was continued, but was 
not completed from Martine Avenue to a point north of Cedar Brook, 
as the sanitary sewer was in process of construction on this section of 
the street. | 

Repair work was also done on Watchung Avenue, Richmond Street, 
Kensington Avenue, Webster Place, Evergreen Avenue, Berkeley Ave- 
nue, Prospect Avenue, Cushing Road, Woodland Avenue, Terrill 
Road, South Avenue, West Fifth Street, Randolph Road, Ar- 
lington Avenue, Columbia Avenue, Madison Avenue and Clinton Avenue. 


SLAG’ STREETS. 


By the courtesy of the Pond Machine Tool Company, slag has been fur- 
nished free of charge to the city for use on streets in the vicinity of the 
works, and Evona Avenue, begun last year, has been completed; Hunter 
Avenue and the part of West Third Street between Clinton and Evona 
Avenues have also been graded and paved with slag. Grading is now 
in progress on West Third Street, east of Clinton Avenue, preparatory 
to similar improvement. 


NEW MACADAMIZING. 


The contract begun by C. M. Meeker in 1906 was completed this 
year and included the following streets: Division Street between West 
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Fifth and West Sixth Streets, Park Terrace, Berkeley Avenue between 
Park Terrace and Leland Avenue, Webster’ Place south of Putnam 
Avenue, Berckman Street between South Avenue and East Seventh’ 
Street, Richmond Street between Putnam and Watchung Avenues, Ken- 
sington Avenue between Watchung and Prospect Avenues and John 
Street. 

Contracts for new macadamizing work were awarded this year to 
three contractors, as follows: 

- To the Hassam Paving Company for West Second Street between 
Liberty Street and Plainfield Avenue. 

To Warren B. Travell for Randolph Road between Arlington Ave- 
nue and Cedar Brook, Cottage Place, Park Lane, Elmwood Place and 
College Place. 

To C. M. Meeker for Arlington Place, Denmark Road south of 
Berkeley Avenue, Sycamore Street between East Fourth and East Fifth 
Streets, Hillside Avenue south of Evergreen Avenue and West End 
Avenue. 

All of the above work has been completed except Arlington Place 
and West End Avenue, and work on the latter is well advanced. 

Evergreen Avenue was macadamized from curb to curb by the Cen- 
tral Park Realty Company, the sidewalks were flagged, concrete curb 
constructed, shade trees set out and sanitary sewer put in, all at the 
expense of the company, and the city was not asked to accept the 
street until after these improvements were completed. 

No assessment has yet been made for either the 1906. nor the 
1907 contracts, but the Committee has paid $2,500 from the year’s ap- 
propriation as a part of the City’s proportion of the cost of the work 
under these contracts, in addition to the sum of $2,243.74 paid from this 
year’s appropriation for the city’s proportion of the cost of macadamiz- 
ing Monroe Avenue, Lee Place, Spooner Avenue, Norwood Avenue, 
Carlton Avenue and Denmark Road between Belvidere and Berkeley 
Avenues. 

As usual, some work has been done with the steam roller for 
. contractors in macadamizing streets, the cost of which has been paid 
by the contractors, but has been included in the amount shown on 
the schedule for each street. ) 


STORM SEWERS. { 

The storm sewer in Richmond Street from East Fifth Street. to 
North Avenue, begun in October, 1906, was completed this year and ~ 
has proved a great benefit to the street. The upper section is circular 
in form, 33 inches in diameter, the next section 3 feet by 4 feet, with 
arched roof and nearly flat bottom, while the outlet section, constructed 
a year earlier, is rectangular, 3 feet high and 4 feet wide, of reinforced 
concrete, this shape being rendered necessary by its very shallow depth. 
The pipe from the old 15 inch storm sewer between the railroad and 
East Sixth Street was used to construct a storm sewer in Putnam 
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Avenue from Franklin Place to Cedar Brook, allowing the long open 
gutter across Franklin Place at Putnam Avenue to be filled up. 

In connection with the brick paving, storm water was provided for 
by a fifteen inch sewer in Park Avenue and an eighteen inch sewer 
in Watchung Avenue, each extending from East Fourth Street to the 
railroad. The culverts on Park and Watchung Avenues, where they 
were crossed by the trolley tracks, always gave a great deal of trouble, 
which has been obviated by the storm sewers. 

On West End Avenue it was necessary to extend the two 18 inch 
sewers for a distance of 100 feet, in order to locate the inlets farther 
from the bridge and allow an easy approach. Similar work was done 
on Somerset Street. 

New storm water inlets have been constructed, in addition to those 
built in connection with the storm sewers, at New and West Second 
Streets, at Watchung Avenue and East Second Street and at Front 
Street and Park Avenue, Additional inlets are planned for Front and 
Somerset Streets and at Front Street and Watchung Avenue. 

Plans and specifications were drawn for a storm sewer in Plain- 
field Avenue from Randolph Road to the small brook near the City 
Line, to be eventually extended to West Seventh Street, and bids were 
received for its construction but the proposals were so high, it was 
thought best to reject them all. 

The total length of storm sewers is now 5.47 miles. 


+ 


CURBING AND FLAGGING, 


1,965 linear feet of curbing and 14,592 feet of flagging and con- 
crete walk have been laid, the principal streets on which sidewalks 
have been completed being Clinton Avenue between West Front Street 
and Dunellen Avenue and Spooner Avenue between West Fourth and 
West Seventh Streets. Mariners Place was nearly completed and a 
large amount of flagging was laid on East and West Seventh. Streets 
and Prospect Avenue. 

Plainfield impresses visitors from other, cities as having excellent 
streets, sewers, shade trees, etc., but sidewalks which are a disgrace 
to a city of its standing. About 200 notices covering over two miles 
of walks, have been served this year to relay sidewalks, and three times 
as, many walks still need attention. The flag stones settle, are raised 
by tree roots or frost and the turf grows and holds the water on 
the walk. Flagging will not keep an even surface indefinitely, but must 
be relaid, in part at least, from time to time. 


CULVERTS. 
a 


New culverts with iron covers have been constructed at West 
Seventh and New Streets, at Berkeley Avenue across Denmark Road 
and at Watchung and Belvidere Avenues. The old culvert across East 
Seventh Street east of Belvidere. Avenue caved in recently and the 
24 inch cast iron pipes from Berckinan Street at the railroad were 
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made use of for part of a new, culvert. The ends of the new culvert 
have not yet been completed. 

Three iron covered culverts became unnecessary in consequence of 
the construction of storm sewers and were moved to new _ locations 
as follows: East Third and Richmond Streets, East Fourth Street and 
Watchung Avenue and West Seventh Street and Spooner Avenue. 
Iron covers are also ready for a culvert across Berkeley Avenue at 
Denmark Road. No new stone covers have been purchased during 
the year as the Committee has favored iron ones instead, and the stone 
covers in stock have been sufficient for repairs. 


CROSSWALKS. 


A few crosswalks of new stone have been laid this year but most 
of the additional walks have been constructed of crosswalk stone taken 
up to make room for the brick pavement. The stone for a number. of 
crosswalks has been distributed ready for laying when the weather 
permits. 

CLEANING BROOKS AND DITCHES. 


The usual work of cleaning Cedar Brook and the ditches which serve 
as outlets for storm sewers was continued, mainly during the cold 
weather last Winter, and we recommend that this work be resumed early 
in 1908. 

This Committee concurs in the recommendation of the Committee 
of 1906 that continued efforts be made to secure such imprcevements 
along the line of Green Brook as will prevent the overflows which have 
caused so much damage and inconvenience in past years. 


STREET WIDENING AND EXTENSION. 


We recommend that West Second Street be widened where a sirgle 
building projects beyond the building line, a recent fire making the 
present time most opportune. Also that East Fourth Street be widened 
at the angle point about midway between Washington. and Richmond 
Streets, where certain lots project beyond the street lines. We also 
recommend the extension of Kensington Avenue to the intersection of 
Randolph Road and Park Avenue, and have had map and ordinance 
prepared for this purpose. 


STREET SPRINKLING, 


While it is probable that the work of street sprinkling has, on the 
whole, given satisfaction, many complaints have been received of in- 
sufficient and excessive sprinkling, and we are of the opinion that 
the entire time of one person, other than the contractor, should be given 
to superintending this work, if it should be continued another year on 
the present plan. , 

A preparation called “Dustoline” has been used quite extensively 
and your Committee has been favorably impressed with the result of 
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its use in neighboring cities. We have been recently informed that 
streets can be kept free from dust by this treatment at about the 
same cost as that paid for sprinkling with water, and much more ef- 
ficiently; we urge that an early test of Dustoline be made. 


SEWERS. 


Since the construction of the original sewer system of 23.65 miles 
in 1894 and 1895, 18.20 miles have been added, making a total of 41.85 
miles at present, five and a half miles of which have been constructed 
this year. 1.80 miles more are now under contract and unfinished. 
209 permits for sewer connections have been issued during the year and 
a large number will be called for as soon as the new sewers are ready. 

The contract awarded to Peter Morgan of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
last fall, for constructing the low level sewer and pumping station, 
known as the South Side Sewer, has had-a most eventful record. Soon 
after receiving the contract, Mr. Morgan became too ill to carry on 
the work and gave a power of attorney to Thomas J. Cusack, of Kings- 
ton, N. Y., who worked until July oth, when he abandoned the con- 
tract, leaving over $2,000 due for labor. On July 25th the Common 
Council directed the engineer to complete the contract and he ar- 
ranged with D. W. Wilbur, the indemnifier on the bond of the Met- 
ropolitan Surety Company, to do the work, the city purchasing the pipe 
and other material upon which an attachment had been placed. These 
arrangements were not completed until August 29th, on which date 
the work was started with John Sutcliffe as manager. On September 
25th, work was again abandoned, this time because Mr. Wilbur claimed 
that the quantity of ground water encountered was greatly in excess 
of what he and Mr. Morgan had been led to expect. The city then took 
direct charge of the work, continuing with the same force of foremen and 
laborers, and the sewers included in this contract which drain to the 
pumps have been completed. Mr. Cusack sub-let the construction of 
the pump-well, but the sub-contractors were unable to complete the work, 
which is now being done by Richards and Gaston for the city, and with 
favorable weather, should be ready for installing the pumps in a few 
weeks. The pumping plant consists of pneumatic displacement pumps, 
air compressors and electric motors, in duplicate, also a gasoline engine 
for use in case of failure of electric current. The outfit is ready for 
setting up, and is furnished and guaranteed by the Ingersoll-Rand Com- 
pany of New York through Warren B. Trayell, of this city. Cecil 
Pittis has acted as assistant on the south side sewer work, with E. K. 
Powlison and R. K. Taylor as inspectors. 

On August r2th, a contract was awarded to T. Foster Callahan for 
the construction of about five miles of sanitary sewers as follows:

Prospect Avenue, from Park Ave. to Hillside Ave.; 

Kensington Avenue, from Watchung Ave. to Prospect Ave.; 

Thornton Avenue, from Park Ave. to Hillside Ave.; 
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Union Street, from Randolph Road to a point 500 feet south of 
Arlington Avenue; 


Madison Avenue, from Stelle Ave. to a point 4oo feet south of 
Randolph Road. 


Central Avenue, from Randolph Road to a point 1,200 feet south 
thereof; 


Randolph Road, from Central Ave. to a point 280 feet west thereof; 
McKinley Place; 
George Street, from Hill Street to Leland Avenue; 
Fillmore Avenue; 
Hill Street, from North Ave. to George Street; 
Johnston Avenue, from Front Street to North Avenue; 
Jackson Avenue, from Front Street to North Avenue;

The first eight sewers will drain to the pump well at Randolph 
Road. Mr. Callahan has completed about three-fifths of his work. A 
steam ditch excavator was used on most of the work, taking out about 
800 feet of ditch per day under favorable conditions. Raymond Bonham 
was assistant on this contract, with William Nischwitz, Howard Drake 
and R. Hummel as inspectors. 

At the sewage disposal works C. A. Peterson has continued as 
day operator and C. Petersen as night operator. Acting on the sug- 
gestion of George W. Fuller of Hering and Fuller, the well known 
experts on sewage disposal, who have taken a great deal of interest 
in the Plainfield plant, the scunrin the septic tanks has been kept broken up, 
with a view to reducing the amount of scum by bacterial action. This 
work has required the labor of an extra man for about five months, 
but it is expected that a saving will result in disposing of the scum 
and sludge. A screen has been erected, with concrete walls, to prepare 
fine clinker for use on top of the contact beds, and the coarser material 
is being stored for use as working material in the contact beds. It would 
be well to accumulate a stock of coarse clinker, and renew or wash the 
material in two or three beds each year. 

The plant has operated in a satisfactory manner during the year, 
the effluent indicating improved conditions.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


December 27, 1907. 


To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 


Gentlemen :—According to the requirements of the City Ordinance 
governing the Fire Department, I herewith tender this my twentieth 
annual report of the condition and operation of the Fire Department 
under your control; giving the number of fires, the amount of insurance 
and losses as nearly as they could be ascertained. 


The manual force of the Department is divided into two classes, 
permanent and call men. The permanent force consists of: 
1 Chief Engineer, 
1 Assistant Engineer, 
3 Captains of Companies, 
1 Driver of Chief’s Wagon, 
1 Tillerman, 
Drivers of Apparatus, 
Hose and Pipe Men.

HOUSES. 


The City owns and S6ccupies three Engine houses; the Headquarters 
Building, Nos. 145, 147, and 149 East Second Street is occupied by 
No. 2 Hose Wagon, No. 1 Hook and Ladder Truck, No. 1 Chemical 
Engine, Chief’s Wagon, and Exercise Wagon. The Chief’s office is 
located in this building. No. 1 Engine House, 206 and 208 West 
Second Street, is occupied by No. 1 Hose Wagon and No. 1 Steamer. 

No. 3 Engine House is located at 730 and 732 West Fourth Street, 
and is occupied by No. 3 Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon, 
the spare truck and exercise wagon.

We have in use in the Department 6,000 feet of good Hose; about 
1,300 feet of hose which should be sold. There should be purchased 
1,000 feet of new hose next year. 

There are fourteen horses used by the Department, twelve of 
which are owned by the City. The two horses used for the steamer 
are hired, and are on call during the day, but are stabled in the engine 
house at night. These horses should be owned by the City. 


FIRE ALARM,

Two new boxes or stations have been placed during the year: 
No. 68 at the corner of Denmark Road and Belvidere Avenue, and 
No. 79 on the corner of Grant and Sherman Avenues; a total of forty- 
three (43), two of which are private. 

There are about 25% miles of overhead wire; one twelve-inch steam 
gong located at the electric light station; four fifteen-inch house gongs 
(one located at the pumping station) ; three mechanical and six electrical 
tappers located in the houses of the officers and members of the 
Department. One bank of storage, forty cells, type “C’; one switch 
board; one motor generator (Western Electric type), 125 volts, 3 am- 
peres, owned by the N. Y. & N. J. Telephone Company. 

This very important branch of the service is cared for by the 
N. Y. & N. J. Telephone Company under the direct charge of A. C. 
Applegate, who takes a great interest in the fire alarm system, and has 
kept it in good order during the year.

WATER SUPPLY. 


There are 329 hydrants, 24 of which are four-way, and 305 of which 
are two-way; an increase of two over last year. 

The water pressure throughout the City is about 75 lIbs., except in 
the Eastern end of the City where it will probably average about 4o lbs. 


RECAPITULATION AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


No. 3 Engine House has been repaired and painted, new brick laid 
in front, and the house is now as good as new. 

The old floor and beams in No, 1 Engine House were removed and 
new beams put in and the floor relaid with 17% inch maple. Also the 
front door openings were widened and the old doors replaced with new 
ones. 

I would recommend that the old brick tower, and the present par- 
tition, be removed, and the stone walk in front replaced with cement, 
which would make that louse a first-class, up-to-date engine house. 

There should be a heater placed in No. 1 Engine House to keep the 
water warm in the engine boiler, so that the engine could be placed in 
service in ten seconds; under present conditions it takes from fifteen 
to twenty minutes. When we need this steamer we need it quick. 
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There should also be a permanent engineer employed so that we 
would have an engine on duty at a moment’s notice, 

We need a larger steamer in the center of the City, and I respectfully 
and earnestly recommend that a new house be built in the eastern end 
of the City and the present steamer and a combination hose wagon 
located there, and a second-size steamer be purchased and placed in 
No. 1 Engine House. 

We have outgrown our water pressure, and, as there seems no way 
to increase it, we must depend more upon our steamer, and must have 
one that will throw large and powerful streams. 

Our Hook and Ladder Truck (Hayes Aerial) with sixty-five foot 
extension, was up-to-date and large enough when purchased about 
fifteen years ago. We have outgrown this, and if another and larger 
cannot be purchased, I would recommend that the means of raising the 
aerial (considered all right and quick enough at the time purchased) 
be changed. It takes two or three men about two minutes at present; 
with a new and up-to-date hoisting apparatus, one man could do the 
work in six to ten seconds. This truck should be placed in the west end 
of the City and a new and larger one purchased for the center of the City. 

For several years I have asked to have more hydrants placed on 
Front Street in the mercantile section. I would request your honorable 
body to give this matter your attention. 


I stated in my last year’s report “I would call the attention of your 
Honorable Body to my reports for the last three years in regard to the 
need of a repeater and switch-board, and would add that the Buss 
Bar now in use in the battery room is dangerous even -for an expert 
to handle under certain conditions, and that with the exception of a 
few electric light wires, our fire alarm wires are the only wires over - 
head in the center of the city.” 


The men stationed in the department engine house have done a great 
deal of work in repairing the houses, making quite a saving to the 
city. The floor at headquarters has been shored up temporarily, and 
will need some permanent repairs, if not a new floor, next year. 


The discipline of the Department is very good. 


To his Honor, the Mayor, the Committee on Fire and Buildings, 
and all the other members of the Common Council, I extend my sincere 
thanks for their courtesy and assistance extended during the year; 
to Chief of Police Kiely and the members of the Police Force for the 
Service rendered by them at fires; and to the officers and members of 
the Department for their uniform courtesy at all times, and for their 
earnest desire to obey orders and do their duty—often under trying 
circumstances, and to whom much of the success of the past year is due.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS 


To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of Plainfield, 


Gentlemen :—There have been two hundred and seventy-eight (278) per- 
mits granted during the year (1907), nineteen(19) more than last year. Build- 
ings have been constructed and alterations made to the value of about 
six hundred, thirty-seven thousand, six hundred and twenty-five ($637,- 
625.00). I would earnestly recommend that an entirely new Building 
Ordinance be adopted. We have out-grown our present Ordinance; 
there have a great many new things come up, and new conditions 
prevail, which the present Ordinance does not cover, and did not exist 
when present Ordinance went into effect. Portions of our city are 
being built, almost solid with frame buildings, the rear of lots on corners 
are being filled, which of course, is right in a way, but in some parts of 
the city there is a tendency to fill the rear of lots in the center of the 
blocks or squares with frame buildings. I think extra precaution should 
be taken with these buildings. Particular attention should be given to 
the construction of cement, reinforced cement, cement blocks, tile and 
other new ideas in construction; some better means should be provided 
to file and care for plans; plans are liable to be called for, that have been 
on file for a number of years. Plans should be in a safe place, and one 
that is easy of access.

Gentlemen:—We submit herewith the nineteenth annual report of 
the Board of Health of the City of Plainfield. 

During the past year, the health of the city has been remarkably 
good, and in this connection we would call your attention to the very 
small number of communicable diseases; the number of cases of typhoid 
fever being especially low, only thirteen having been reported through- 
out the entire year, and the majority of these being traceable to out- 
side sources. We believe that this is due in a large measure, to the 
fact that our water supply comes from deep, driven wells, and is abso- 
lutely free from all danger of pollution or contamination. 

The supervision of the milk supply has become one of the most 
important branches of the work of this department, and during the 
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past year, it has been so systematized that the dairy inspections and 
milk analyses are more thorough than ever before, and this has resulted 
in a marked improvement in the quality of the milk sold in Plain- 
field. Although much progress has been made, we hope to obtain still 
better results during the coming year. 

We would again call your attention to the unsightly, unsanitary 
and unsatisfactory methods employed in the collection of garbage. Other 
cities have grappled successfully with this problem during the past 
few years, and there is no reason why Plainfield should delay any 
longer in taking action on this most important matter. 

The detailed workings of this department are fully set forth in 
the report of the Health Officer which is attached and herewith respect- 
fully submitted as the report of the Board of Health for the year 1907.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE. HEALTH OFFICER. 


Plainfield; “N. J.,. December 31, 1907. 
To the Board of Health, City of Plainfield, N. J., 

Gentlemen :—I present herewith a detailed report of the work per- 
formed by this Department during the year 1907. The routine work 
in connection with the various branches of the Department, has greatly 
increased, as shown by a study of the following pages. 

I would particularly call attention to the work accomplished on the 
milk supply. Much effort has been made toward systematizing the work 
along this line, and today better results are being obtained, and the 
work is being done more thoroughly and efficiently than ever before. 
During this coming year, we are in hopes of making a still greater 
improvement. é 

The most serious question with which we have to aoe has been 
and still is, that of garbage collection. Plainfield has now reached the 
size when the only satisfactory solution of this problem is a collection 
ot the city’s refuse under municipal control. More nuisances arise from 
accumulations of garbage, than from any other cause. Complaint after 
complaint has been received of the failure of garbage men to collect 
from their regular customers. Besides the irregularity in the collections, 
the work is done in an expensive, unsanitary and unsatisfactory manner. 

Some of the work we expect to take up this coming year will be: 

The completing of the house-to-house inspection. 

The revision of our Sanitary Code, particular attention being paid 
to the articles relating to milk and garbage. 
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The abolishing of numerous mosquito breeding ponds on the out- 
skirts of the city. 

The establishing of a laboratory for the examination of cultures 
from cormtagious disease patients; and the improvement of the Depart- 
ment generally,

Scarlet Fever. 


51 cases of scarlet fever occurred during the year, with no deaths. 
These cases were scattered all over the city and in but few in- 
stances, could the source be traced. The majority of the cases were 
undoubtedly contracted from mild, unrecognized cases. At all times, 
cases of scarlet fever, diphtheria and other communicable diseases, 
probably exist in the city, which a physician never sees, the disease 
being of such mild form that the patient is not even confined to the 
house. 


Diphtheria. 


There were a few more cases of diphtheria this year than last; 
36 were reported, with one death. What was, said of the source of con- 
tagion in cases of scarlet fever, may also be said of diphtheria. 


Typhoid Fever. 


There were but 13 cases of typhoid fever in Plainfield during 1907, 
none of which resulted in death. This number was decidedly below 
the normal for a city of the size of Plainfield. Two of these were 
brought from out of town to Muhlenberg Hospital, for which Plainfield 
was in no way responsible. In four cases, the source was definitely traced 
to cities where there was considerable typhoid fever. In the remaining 
seven cases, it was impossible to determine the source of infection. 
Two cases were infants, one, twenty-two months and the other, two and 
a half years of age, who had never been out of the city. 
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Measles. 


There was not the usual epidemic of measles this past year. Only 
ten cases were reported, with no deaths. 


Chicken Pow. 


34 cases of this disease were reported during the year, with no 
deaths. The cases were mild in character, and the number not greater 
than could be expected. 


Small Pox. 


Plainfield was again fortunate in having no cases of small pox 
during the year. 


Cerebro-Spinal M eningitis. 


Two cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis, both in the same family, were 
reported during the year; one of these cases resulted in death. The 
.source of infection could not be determined. 


Tuberculosis. 


Tuberculosis is, as it always has been, one of the chief causes of 
death in Plainfield. 41 cases were reported and 30 deaths. This number 
probably does not represent all the cases which developed in Plainfield 
during the year, as all the physicians are not as careful as they should 
be, to report cases coming under their care, and it is probable that there 
are many cases existing where no physician is in attendance. Disin- 
fection after death, or removal of patients suffering from tuberculosis, 
was continued through the year. 

During 1907, the Plainfield Society for the Prevention and Relief 
of Tuberculosis was formed. The purpose of this society was to spread 
information in regard to Tuberculosis and to take such steps as was 
possible to check the disease. Under the direction of this society, the 
State Tuberculosis Exhibit was shown in Plainfield for one week. The 
Exhibit demonstrated, by means of charts, photographs, models of tene- _ 
ment house rooms, tents, shacks, etc., the manner in which Tubercu- 
losis may be prevented and cured. The result of the Exhibit was very 
gratifying, 3,500 people in all, attending. This method of presenting 
the subject appealed to the people, and for the first time, a large number 
seemed to realize what Tuberculosis was, that it was preventable and 
often curable. By co-operation with this society this coming year, we 
hope to obtain the services of a competent nurse to visit all cases of 
Tuberculosis and instruct the family how the patient should be cared 
for to cure the disease, if possible, and to prevent its spread. By this 


means, we can do a great deal toward lowering the mortality from 
Tuberculosis.

DISINFECTION. 


There was a decided increase in the number of disinfections made 
during the year. In seventeen instances, disinfection was done at the 
request of the householder. 

The same method of producing formaldehyde was used as last year. 
This coming year, we expect to make a thorough test of some of the 
different methods for producing formaldehyde, with the view of obtaining 
a more efficient and cheaper method than we are now using.

It will be noticed that the’ nuisances caused by the accumulation of 
garbage and refuse head the list as they have for the past four or five 
years. Complaints of this character could be entirely done away with 
if the city should collect the garbage and refuse; and until this is 
done, we will continue to receive complaints from this same source. 

By means of our rules and regulations with reference to the col- 
lection and transportation of garbage, adopted in 1906, some slight im- 
provement over the previous year has been made in the general con- 
dition of the disreputable wagons and apparatus used in the collection 
of the garbage; but there is much to be desired in this line, and the 
situation continues to be a disgrace to a progressive city like Plainfield. 
{ would, therefore, strongly recommend that some definite steps be taken. 
immediately to urge upon the City the absolute necessity of relieving 
the citizens of the sight and annoyance consequent upon the present 
method of garbage collection. And this relief can be secured only 
through municipal control of the situation.

SEWAGE ANALYSIS. 


A great deal of work was done in the laboratory during the sum- 
mer, on the chemical analysis of the effluents from the sewage disposal 
works, The analyses were made for the Street Department by a chemist 
in their employ.

The above shows considerable nitrification and oxygen dissolved, and 
with the exception of one set of beds in each run, the effluents were 
non-putrescible, 

From this data it will be seen that the effluent obtained by our 
septic tanks and contact beds is very satisfactory. 


IGE SUPPLY. 


The ice supply for Plainfield for the year 1907 came from two 
different sources: Watchung Lake and Seeley’s Pond. Hygeia, or arti- 
ficial ice was not manufactured in the city this past year. 


Watchung Lake. 


There was no change in the watershed of this lake; no new buildings 
were erected and the one privy vault is in good conditon and water- 
tight. The principal objection to this lake as it was last year, is that it 
receives the surface drainage from the southeasterly side. At 
one time, a ditch ran along this side which carried the surface water to 
below the dam; now the walls of the ditch are broken, allowing the 
surface water to drain into the lake. The Ice Company has been noti- 
fied repeatedly that they would greatly improve the lake by having the 
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walls of the ditch repaired, in order that the surface drainage could 
discharge below the dam. 

25,000 tons of ice were cut from this lake during the winter of 
1906-07. There was sufficient to supply the needs of Plainfield. 


Seeley's Pond. 


This pond is situated in what is known as the Scotch Plains Notch. 
At the time of the inspection, the pond contained a great deal of stag- 
nant water. The pond is fed by Green Brook which comes from the 
vicinity of Summit. The ice, when analyzed a few years ago, was of good 
quality. There was no reason for condemning the pond, especially as 
the districts through which the brooks and springs supplying it, flow, 
are sparsely settled. 


MILKS UEP Ly: 


Much progress has been made this past year in the improvement 
of our milk supply. At the present time, 111 dairies supply the milk 
sold in Plainfield. These are situated within the limits of the city itself 
to a distance of thirty miles. About 1,300 cows supply the 10,850 quarts 
of milk sold daily. This milk is sold or distributed by 88 dealers who 
hold permits; of this number 37 retail by means of a wagon, 18 sell only 
a few quarts, and 33 sell milk from stores. 


Periodical inspections have been made of all the sources of milk 


supply. The total number of inspections may be seen from the follow- 
ing table:

431 samples of milk were analyzea during the year, 31 of which 
were brought to the office. 

We have had little trouble with the adulteration of milk during 
the year, for but seven samples were found to be watered, and none to 
contain a preservative. Our principal work has been to reduce the 
bacterial count. The average for the year of all the samples collected 
—90,9II per cubic centimeter—is very good for a market milk, but we 
are in hopes that this coming year will show even greater improvement. 

Before another summer comes, an ordinance will undoubtedly be 
adopted requiring all milk to be cooled to a temperature of 50°F. immed- 
jately upon being drawn from the cow, and maintained at that tem- 
perature or below, until delivered. The sale of loose milk will also 
be prohibited. In addition, some minor changes will be made in the 
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rules and regulations governing the production and transportation of milk. 

This past year we adopted a dairy score card. This card, which 
is advised by the Dairy Division of the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
by the State Board of Health, is a means of comparing the different 
dairies on a percentage basis. According to this method, the production 
of milk is divided into five sections and a certain value or rating given 
as a perfect score for each section. ‘These values are as follows:

This method has many advantages: first, by this means it is possible 
*o make a comparison between the different dairies; second, defects 
at any point can be seen at a glance, and often times easily rectified at 
a small expense; third, it encourages competition among the dairymen, 
as each man wants as high a score as possible; fourth, it shows the 
fconsumer the standing of the dairies and he can easily see which are 
the better ones. 


On page 72 is a comparative rating of the scores of all the dairies 
supplying milk in Plainfield. This rating is given in the name of the 
retdiler, and is obtained by averaging the monthly scores of all the 
dairies supplying that retailer with milk. 


Particular attention is called to the relative merits of the various 
milks as shown on page 81.

SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


Plainfield, N. J., December 28, 1907. 
To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of Plainfeld, 

Gentlemen:—We hereby beg to submit the report of the Shade 
Tree Commission for the year ending December 3Ist, 1907. 

Taking office during the summer at a time too late to prepare for 
the work of caring for the trees in the most effective manner, we were 
somewhat handicapped in carrying out the same. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Montgomery, Chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Lights and Trees, $1,200 was appropriated for the use of the 
Commission and was expended as follows:

We trust that the new council will see the necessity of being liberal 
in their appropriation for the coming year in order that it may be pos- 
sible to thoroughly cover the whole city, and have a plant that will 
also enable us to spray and trim trees on private property for the 
owners at cost, otherwise these trees are liable to spread contagion 
to those along the streets. 

On investigating reports of poor lights made by the Chairman 
of your Committee on Lights and Trees, it was. found that the branches 
of many trees were so low that they shut off the light and all such 
branches were trimmed off where possible. This led to the discovery 
that the street lights are not set at a uniform height above the side- 
walk, and the Public Service Corporation informs us that lhghts set at 
a height of fifteen feet give the best results. We would recommend 
that your Honorable Body adopt an ordinance requiring that lights 
be placed at some uniform height, providing an ordinance can be en- 
forced, requiring branches of trees to be trimmed to a corresponding 
height. 

The greatest enemy of the trees in the past have been the line- 
men, and our efforts have been directed to force them, not only to obey 
the ordinance, but to realize that the trees are one of the assets of 
the city; as a result, the present work of re-wiring the streets for 
public lights is being done under the supervision of our inspector, Mr. 
R. P. Gay, of Amherst Forestry School, an experienced forester, whose 
salary during this work will be paid by the Public Service Corporation. 

The law under which our shade tree ordinance was passed is 
defective, in that while we have absolute power to set out and maintain 
trees, there is some doubt whether we can remove them without con- 
sent of property owners. There are many streets in our city where 
the trees are not only too thick for their proper growth, but through 
dampness, are a detriment to the streets and are liable to affect the 
health of our citizens. 

We are preparing a bulletin to be sent to all property owners early 
in the coming year, with the view of awakening their interest and 
seeking their co-operation, without which it will be impossible to make 
a success of our work.

In these days of effort to realize the “City Beautiful,’ in which 
all of our important cities are deeply interested, not only Park and 
Art Commissions and Architects’ and Artists’ Societies declare trees 
to be an indispensable element of beauty, but medical societies agree 
that they are necessary as a sanitary factor, and from a property point 
of view they enhance the value of real estate and thereby add to the 
assessed valuation of our city.
